country-side comes together, the landed pro-
prietets, their servants, peasnnts, docters, con.
saripts, and schoolmaesters, who, narmed with
bludgeuns, tire arms, pitchiorks, bells, brooms,
and ssucepans, sally forith nt a given signal to
the ravines most frequented by the wolves, The
riflemen are then arrunged in o gemi-cirele, with
their barks to the wind, along the roads which
border the woods in which the wolves are con-
cenled, Noonpe is allowed to fire in the rear;
ned, to prevent aceldents, merks ‘ure mode on
the trees for thelr gmasnes duiug the contusion
of the laltwe, Everyihing having been prepared
in a dead rilemce, a #igmal is [iiw*n. and the
assembled pessants, with the ald of pots and
kettles, stout junge, and iron-shod staves, com-
bitne in the produetion ol a general nproar,
Owls waken trom thelr elumbers, deers are
startled from their covers, foxes and hures
bound away puenicstricken, Dut wpone of
these creatures are shot, cvery bullet
being reserved lor the wolves, which ap-
peny, At lust, in o puck, rushiveg on like a
wuve, roaring ns it roe!: and as the yelling erea-
fures erces the futal path, every gun sends forth
Its murderous dischurge, aud thirty or forty
welves sue oiten the result'ol the volley., Afiter
the balive. the peasunts mount the heands of
suveral wolves on a pole, and wmarch through
the villages, testing drume, ginging the local
hunting #ongs, receiving presents of money,
menl, grapes, anddwine, and finishing the day
with o feast and a dance,

The vatlues of December are dificrently man-
nged, and the rich lund-owners make them the
oceasiops of aueh jollity, Previous to the meet-
ing a number of carpenters repair to the woods,
ehoose a suitable site, and erect thercon a large
syuare hut of undressed logs, sirongly pluced
togethbr, a with iutervale of about four
inches Letween ecuch., This hot 2 left wn-
touched for several mights, that the animals
may become accustomed to  it; wnd a
duck or two, 4 gooke, or & sheep are tied up near
it ga i ball for the wolves, On the evening ap-
pointed for the balfue, the huntsmen and & lon
iine of gervants start for the forest, taking wit
them four ealves, & cnak of cold mearts, a ham-

er of wine, and u horge-losd of pale cogunc.

nreonced within their wooden fortress, they
eil, drink and smoke; but not the least nolse 18
permitted, not n lnugh, or n eough, or o whis-
wr, or even nsneeze, When nlght fairly sots
n_and the wolves begin to suill the air, the
enlves nre led ont nud each—must it he sald ?—
reeeives an inclsion in the neck which sets it
bleeding and bleating, and thus uncomdciougly
appouling to two of the keen senses of thelr
encmies, Nine, ten, hulf’-{msl; the dead stlenco
of the foresy is broken only by the ecreech of an

uudlence, the wutlior havieg intimated his Bxed

wind, Suddenly the ealves krenk eut into
fresh fit of blenting; they bellow and groan an
tug &t tho ropes, frying 1o escape. Mvery cigar
is put out, and the iporismsn plek up sheir
rifles and ;rin1theh~ muzzles in the gups between
the logs of the hut. Black spotd are sesn
upon the eneow: the wolves are scenting the
calves, and, imugiving them 1w have come
ustriy, attempt to carry them off, Fowr or five
of the lesders rush forward and plunge their
ravenous jawednto the flesh of the poor animals;
their nnmbers lucrease every mowent, aud, just
us this hideous bangues I& at ite height, the
sporismen open their five; the wolves fall or iy,
bot retern again, and are received with nnother
volley, Other wolves, atiracted by the smell of
their bleedivg comrades, press o the seene and
are mel by showers of fre and death. This
sliuhter of mulefnotors continues for severul
hours, when the few surviving wolves slink back
to their dens, and the sportsmen, lesviag their
hoi, make & huge fire on the ground, ronnd
which they sit and eat and erack jokes uutil the
morning, when the peussntry assémble, gather
the dend wolves together, und march ln trlumph
through the villages, adding the giits ol thewil-
lagers to the rgwards given by the Government,
and making a dsome sum out ol the atfuir.—

OBITUARY.

Dr. Whewell, Master of Trintiy College,
Cambridge.

The Rev. Dr. Whewell, Muster of Trinity ©ol-
lege, Cambridge, died on the 4th inetant. The
deceansed, who woe formerly Professor of Morel
Philgsophy in the University, was born of hum-
ble parentage at Lancaster, in 1704, His writings
were numerous sad jmportant, the following
bqnf among those which have sitracted the

rentedt nttention: “A Hiustory of the Induetive
sctences," in 3 volumes; “The Filnlosopliy of the
Induetive Sciepces,” 2volumes: *“I'he lalosophy
of the Isduetive Selepces" has sipec besn ox-
punded into *“T'he Higtory of Boirntiiojdeas,” 2
volumes: *Novum Organum Renovatem," 1 vols
ume: “The hi}oao‘;h_v of Discovery," 1 volume;
